New York, Dec. 25.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The accident on the 
New York Central Railway last night 
at Hastings has proved much greater 
than was supposed from reports 
received last night.

The terrible accident was due to the 
carelessness of Brakeman Albert F. 
Herrick, of the Buffalo express, which 
was lying still below Hastings. Her- 
rick fled and has not yet been found. 
He left his uniform in the train and put 
on citizen’s clothes. From the official 
report given out today train No. 93 
stopped at Dobb’s Ferry to make slight 
repairs on the engine. A distant sig- 
nal was thrown and the following train, 
the Buffalo and Niagara Falls special, 
leaving here at 7 p.m., stopped about 
three-quarters of a mile south of Dobbs 
Ferry station. The conductor of No. 
45 immediately sent Brakeman Her- 
rick back to signal coming trains. He 


tings. He went inside and talked with | 
the station-master, waiting for the Cin- 
cinnati and St. Louis express No. 7, 
which left the city at 8 o’clock. While 
Herrick was standing near the door the 
‘St. Louis express whizzed past at the 
rate of forty miles an hour. wogineer 
Donohue of the express receiyed no 
warning of the presence of the Buffalo 
on the track ahead until he was almost 
on the train. He reversed his engine, 
put on t*e air brakes and jumped. The 
engine v. No. 7 crashed into the rear 
sleeper, the Gibraltar, of the Buffalo 
special with terrific force. 

There were ast ge people on the 
carat the time e ballast on the 
New York Central is of stone. Here 
and there between the tracks are great 
blotches of blood, dried and clotted, two 
and three feetin diameter. The sight 
is sickening. Allelse that remains to 
tell the story of the frightful disaster is 
the tin roof of the Wagner sleeping car. 
This is still lying in a smouldering mass 
at the side of the track where the disas- 
ter occurred. The rest of the car was 
burned up. When the St. Louis ex- 
press crashed into the sleeping car the 
engine was completely lost in the inte- 
rior of thé car. The heavy wood and 
ironwork of the Gibraltar was reduced 
to splinters. The hiss of escaping 
steam was mingled with the cries of 
distress. A moment later the Gibraltar 
took fire. Thé crews of both trains 
luckily recovered from their momentary 
shock and rushed to aid the imprisoned 
people. The passengers from both 
trains followed suit, and soon a score of 
persons had organized themselves into 
arelief party. . 

One after another the wounded and 
dying were taken out. Axes were torn 
from the cars and by the light of lamps 
and torches men began to chop away 
the burning woodwork of the Gibralter. 
To add tothe horror of the occasion, 
thieves got to work and began to rob 
the injured passengers. How much 
thev secured is not known. It was not 
known that thieves were among the in- 
jured at the time of the accident and 
the fact was not discovered until this 
morning. A number of volunteers 
worked among them and it is probable 
that this was made a cloak for stealing 
by some. The coroner this morning 
took possession of the effects of the dead 
and will hold them until they are 
claimed by relatives of the deceased. 

The scenes about the waiting room 
at Dobbs Ferry were pathetic. Little 
Homer Baldwin, son of Mrs. Baldwin, 
was crying for his mother. His arms 
were bruised, but the child seemed anx- 
ious to know how his mother was. He 
did not know that she was killed. The 
childhad been sleeping in the same 
berth with his mother. | 

The unidentified body has been ascer- 
tained to be that of Edwin S. Wilcox, of 
the law firm of Jones & Wilcox of, New 
York.

Christmas Sports Culminate in a Free 
Fight—Pistols Used — The Officers 
Assailed—A Namber of Ar- 
rests Made, 


By Telegrapn to The Times. 

Cuicaeo, Dec. 25.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.| A riot took place this 
afternoon as an outcome of a horse 
race on one of the city’s thoroughfares. 
A crowd of several hundred males and 
females, white aud black, assembled on 
Custom Place to celebrate. ‘The street 
was turned inte a race course, a shot 
from a revolver being the ‘‘starter’s’’ 
signal, Tworacesin quick succession 
had been run and a third was being 
started when a squad of policemen ar- 
rived, attraated by the shots. At the 
same time a general fight was com- 
menced in a neighboring saloon, and 
bullet after bullet came crashing 
through thé windows, in dangerous 
proximity to the heads of the crowd on 
the street. 

Two officers in citizen’s clothes gained 


ognized, the $7 went up, ‘‘Lock the 
doors and kill’the officers!” and at the 
same time the key. was turned in the 
lock. -Backing into acorner the officers 
drew their revolvers, faced the ugly 
crowd and threatened to shoot the first 
man who moved, Their nerve par- 
alyzed the crowd for a moment and by 
that time other officers burst open the 
saloon door and rescued their comrades. 
The crowd was determined not to leave 
the saloon, but after a desperate strug- 
gle the officers emerged from the place, 
each with a fighting, struggling, des- 
perate prisoner. 

Patrol wagons were waiting near by 
and in spite of the desperate efforts of 
the crowd in the street, whose sympa- 
thy was with the prisoners, the officers 
succeeded in landing the prisoners 
therein. As the wagons were moving 
away a burly negro named Robert John- 
son sprang forward and shouted to the 
crowd: ‘Come on, let’s take them 
away and kill the d—d coppers.” He 


was knocked down by a blow from a re- ¢ 


volver and unceremoniously thrown into 
a wagon. With drawn revolvers the 
way was cleared for the wagons to pass 
through the crowd, the prisoners con- 
stantly struggling for freedom. 

The whole crowd followed to the Har- 
rison street sfation, but despite a last 
desperate struggle the load of prisoners 
was safely placed behind the bars. 
Other officers arriving, the crowd dis- 
persed. 


DETERMINED TO DIE. 


A Girl Persists in Suicide in Spite of all 
Obstacles. 

PittspurGH, Dec. 25.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Bertha Pregner, a ser- 
vant girl employed by Harry B. Boyd 
of Allegheny, committed suicide some 
time last night. Her efforts to kill her- 
self showed “cool determination in the 
face of many obstacles. She first 
hanged herself to a chandelier in the 
dining-room, but the pipe broke, filling 
the house with gas. She then slashed 
her wrists with a butcher knife, but 
failing to end her fife in this manner 
went to the laundry and hanged herself 
to a water pipe. This also broke, flood- 
ing thecellar. By this time she was 
too weak to move, and when found 
this morning the body was lying ina 
pool of water. — 

The young woman was 22 years of 
age. She recently came from New 
York. She was recently converted at a 
religious revival and it is thought that 
she was insane.

FROM SAMOA. 


The Islands Threatened with 


Natives in a State of Passive Rebel- 
lion Against Malietoa. 


The Authority of the Chief Justice 
Openly Defied. 


Other Pacific Island News—The Chariles- 
ton Leaves Honolulu for Chile—The 
Buccaneering Yacht Beagle 
Bound for California.

Apia (Samoa,) Dec. 10, via San FRAN- 
cisco, Dec, 25.—[By the Associated 
Press.] Chief Justice Cedercrantz has 
tried several civil cases since his re- 


| turn from his vacation, but some dis- 


satisfaction has been found with the 
verdicts rendered. The Chief Justice 
rstated in open court that natives need 


| not be afraid to appear before him, as 


he was friendly to them, “but when he 
sent some soldiers Gown to Malie in 
charge of an officer of the Supreme 
Court to arrest some natives on a 


| charge of stealing swine, the leading 


rebel chiefs refused to allow the arrest 
of the men, as they did not know the 
Supreme Court. When the Chief Jus- 
tice found that his warrant had been 
defied, he wrote to King Malietoa, sug- 
gesting that the Samoan army, which 
numbers forty-three men, be sent to 
Malie to arrest the men wanted. The 
King, however, replied that the army 
would surely be unsuccessful, and in 
that event it would be necessary to 
muster his forces, which would mean 
war, as the other party would learn 
thereof as soon as his own people. 

The chiefs on Mulinnu, who composed 
the native government, had a meeting 
and decided first to get their men to- 
gether to attack Malice, holding that the 
longer the rebellion was allowed to go 
on the more difficult it would be to 
break itup, They eventually decided, 
however. to await the arrival of the 
next mail from San Francisco, hopin 
that a new president of the council 
would be appointed, which it was 
thought would go far ‘toward settling 
the difficulty. 

Many of the chiefs say that if the 
treaty powers should request Baron von 
Senft, president of the municipal 
council of Apia, to withdraw his 
tendered resignation, trouble would 
ensue, as the natives have no confidence 
in him. 

The Chief Justice has written to the 
municipal council refusing to pay duty on 
goods imported for his own use. Consid- 
ering that he is living rent free, his re- 
fusal to pay these duties has also caused 
dissatisfaction to the natives. There are 
yet six months before the term expires 
in which alterations of the treaty may 
be considered, and, in view of this short 
period, it is thought the treaty powers 
may request’ President von Sneft to 
continue in office until that time ex- 
pires. It is believed that the American 
Government has been fully informed on 
all points, Consul Sewall and ex Land 
Commissioner Ide being now in America. 

The Samoan army, which consists of 
but forty-three men, sent in by various 
districts, costs the government over 
$4000 a year. It is commanded by 
Lieut. Ulfsparre, who was sent here by 
the treaty powers to act as marshal, 
but who has since combined the two po- 
sitions. 

Natives and whites have been suffer- 
ing from la grippe. Many of the for- 
mer have died, there being no central 
hospital where they could be treated. | 


AFFAIRS IN HAWAII. 


The Charleston Sails for Valparaiso—The 
Late King’s Debts. 

Honoivuiv, Dec. 17, via Sax Fran- 
cisco, Dec. 25.—[By the Associated 
Press.] The U.S.S. Charleston, Capt. 
Remey, sailed this morning at 9 o’clock 
for Valparaiso, Chile. It was presumed 
*that she would try and meet the Oceanic 
steamship Mariposa outside and obtain 
any fresh orders she might bring. Up 
to half past 1 today the Mariposa had 
not.arrived. 

The steamship Monowai arrived to- 
day from Australia and left again for 
San Francisco after only five hours 
stay. & 

Her Majesty’s privy council of state 
meets today and will have several im- 
portant matters to consider. notably the 
formation of a protest relating to the 
action of the United States Government 
in regard to the present reciprocity 
treaty and the appointment of a Ha- 
waiian minister resident at Washing- 
ton.

RELIGIOUS RIOTS. 


Later Details of Recent Troubles at 
Puebla, Mexico. 


Twenty-six Priests and Students Arrested 
—Two Members of the Mob Killed 
While Trying to Rescue 
the Prisoners. 


City or Mexico, Dec. 25.—([By the As- 
sociated Press.| Further particulars of 
religious riots in Puebla are tothe effect 
that they were caused by the enforce- 
ment of an old law against organized 
religious bodies. It appears that the 
priests and students for priesthood or- 
ganized themselves into societies of. 
monks in various places, and, it was 
the efforts of the police to break up 
these organizations that aronsed the 
people. The first arrests took place in 
Coahuila last Monday morning, nine 
priests being placed in prison. The 
work was done so quickly that the pop- 
ulace were utterly ignorant of what 
was going on. The order of arrest was 
issued by the judge of the district. On 
the evening of the same day the ruvales 
with a company of policemen entered 
the church of St. Augustine and arrest- 
ed a number of other priests and stu- 
dents. 

As the soldiers and police were taking 
the prisoners to the police station the 
rabble gathered, filling many streets and 
endeavoring to rescue the priests. All 
sorts of missles were hurled at the offi- 
cers. Many rioters had pistols in their 
hands, but owing to the coolness of the 
officers, who kept their men under strict 
discipline, only one of the rabble was 
shot and killed, while another was shot 
in the leg. A number were more or 
less injured by the horses of the rurales 
as they forced their way through the 
mob. 

About the same time another body of 

soldiers and policemen proceeded tothe 
old church and cenvent of El Carmen 
and arrested eight or nine priests and 
students who had organized another 
order of monks in that place. The mob 
which gathered around these and fol- 
lowed them to the jail was nearly as 
great and nearly as violent as the one 
above mentioned. It is said one man of 
the rabble was killed on the line of 
march,as he resisted the progress of the 
soldiers. 
' The list of those under arrest num- 
bers seventeen captured in two con- 
vents of Puebla and nine brought in 
from Coahuila. Many others were ar- 
rested and retained for a short time, 
but discharged for want ot evidence. 


A HOODLUM OUTRAGE. 


A San Rafael Man Beaten and Driven out 
of His Own House. 

San RaraEr, Dec. 25.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| This morning about 2 
o’clock John Saultry, a plasterer, living 
at the West End, was disturbed from 
his slumbers by a loud knocking at the 
front door of his residence.

They were 
allowed to-enter, and then insisted upon 
having something to eat. Saultry

A CLEVER CAPTURE. 


A Bad Man Nabbed by the Po- 
lice. 


Wanted at Flagstaff, Ariz., for Rob- 
bing Cars, 


Arrested Once Before, But Broke Jail 
and Escaped. 


Followed from Arizona’ to Los Angeles, 
Thence to Omaha, Neb., and Then 
Back to This City—A Tough 
Citizen, 


The police department made an im- 
portant capture yesterday afternoon 
when John Cusick was picked up by Of- 
ficer Steele and landed behind the bars 
at the city prison. 

Cusick isa very dangerous man, and 
officers all along the Atlantic and Pacific 
road will breathe easier when they 
learn that he is safely locked up. 
Cusick’s last crime was burglarizing 
some freight cars at Williams, Ariz., 
on the 7th of July last. at which time a 
large amount of valuable plunder was 


Cigars. Detective Keenan, of the At- 
lantic and Pacific secret service, at once 
went to work on_the case and followed 
Cusick to Los Angeles, where he en- 
listed the aid of the local police depart- 
ment, and a vigorous campaign was in- 
stituted. Keenan isa thoroughly com- 
petent officer and a trained detective, 
and it was not long before he struck a 
rich lead which he lost no time in fol- 
lowing up. Not only did he succeed in 
getting a full and accurate description 
of his man, but he got a fine cabinet 
Joe raph of Cusick, and learned that 

e had friends not only at Omaha, Neb., 
but at Portland, Or., who would prob- 
ably secure him a _ position on the 
Southern Pacific. It wag thought that 
Cusick would make his way back to 
Omaha by way of Portland and 
copies of the picture were made 
and sent back to the authorities all 
along the line. Keenan was. cer- 
rect in his surmises about Cusick’s move- 
ments, and in due course of time when 
he put in an appearance in Nebraska 
he was affested and jailed at Omaha on 
December 1. He was then sent back to 
Arizona to answer for the car rob- 
beries and jailed at Flagstaff, from 
which place he escaped a short time 
ago. The Los Angeles and other Coast 
officers were promptly notified of the 
escape, and they were asked to keep a 
lookout for him. | 

Asis generally the case where cap- 
tures are made there is more or less 
luck about the matter, and the present 
instance was no exception to the rule. 
It was known that Cnsick was in the 
city, and officers have been looking for 
him, but he kept out of sight. Yester- 
day afternoon, however, the fellow got 
ona spree and started out to enjo 
himself. Between 2 and 3 o’cloc 
Cusick thought a ride would do him 
good, and, while passing in front of the 
Wells-Fargo Express stables, noticed a 
horse and buggy standing by the curb. 
He at once jumped in and drove off, 
The owner of the vehicle, however, saw 
the little play and gave chase. He 
soon overhauled the team and got in 
the buggy with Cusick. About the first 
thing he saw was the handle of a big 
pistol sticking out of the despera- 
do’s ;ocket, and he thought it better 
to humor the ugly customer forthe time 
being. He finally persuaded him to 
drive back toward the stable,and, meet- 
ing Officer Steele, turned Cusick over to 
him, The officer grabbed his man, 
and in getting him out of the buggy, the 
big pistol, a 45-calibre Colt, fellto the 
sidewalk. Cusick Yhade a dive for his 
gun, but before he could reach it he was 
securely handcuffed, and serious trouble 
probably avegted. The patrol wagon 
was then sent forand the prisoner taken 
to the station, where, on being 
searched, a %2-calibre double-action 
Smith & Wesson revolver was 
found in an inside pocket. After 
being searched Cusick was locked 
up and kept quiet for an hour or two;

He is a very 
desperate man, and had he not been 
drunk yesterday afternoon some one 
would have been hurt before his cap- 
ture was effected, as he was well armed 
and has stated that he would never 
again be taken without a fight.

Assaulted by a Gang of Toughs in the 
“Parlor” of the House—One of 
the Namber Seriously 
Hart. 


A free fight between off-color men 
and women in the old Pico House, kept 
by the notorious French politician P. 
Ballade, took place yesterday afternoon 

The police detective force were vigore 
ously “chewing the rag” in their den ig.

hotel of Los Angeles. They were met 
by P. Ballade and his chief clerk, who, 
in anxious tones, wanted to know their 
business. 

The French detective of the force re- 
sponded, and stated that the police 
force ha@ just been notified that several 
helpless women had been mu in 
cold blood, in the parlor of his house. 

‘That is a lie,’ responded Mr. Bal- 
lade, in fairly good French, and he 
waved the investigators away. 

“You may be telling the truth,” re 
sponded the French detective, ‘but we 
were sent bere to make a full investiga- 
tion, and we will do it even if we have 
to search every room from the cel- 
lar. to the reof of your old 
house,’’ and on adopting his cat- 
like tread Mr. Bosqui started up the 
main stairs and was soon flying from 
room to room in the most familiar man- 
ner possible, which shows that he isa 
thoroughly trained detective, for n@ 
detective on the regular force knows 
his business until he is perfectly af 
home in any part of the city. 

- After going half over the honse the 
argus-eyed detective located the room 
he was in search of. The reporters 
were close on his heels d 

rounds, and a state of affairsthat aston- 
ished even that hard-hearted animal 
met their eyes; but when the room they 
were in search of was reached 
were treated toa sight that is seldom 
witnessed even in the oldest and most 
hardened cities.

The sick woman had her head bound 
up and a few drops of blood were - 
ling down the hardened cheeks. e 
looked up in astonishment when the 
visitors entered, and began telling her 
story ina manner which showed that 
she knew the nature of the call at once, 

Between sobs she informed the French 
detective that she and two other “‘la- 
dies’? went to the parlor to spend their 
Christmas afternoon and were met by 
three or four toughs led by.a-‘‘mac’® 
named Harry Johnson, and after pase- 
ing the compliments of the day they be- 
gan to quarrel, and the first thing the 
wounded woman knew Johnson knocked 
her down and proceeded to beat amd 
kick her in a most brutal manner. The 
other women were beaten in a like 
manner, with the exception that they 
escaped with afew bruises, while she 
lost any amount of blood and had to 
callin a doctor to keep from bleeding 
to death. . 

The woman was badly cut up about 
the head and her companions displayed 
a number of ugly bruises about the head 
and body, but they did not have to ge 
to bed. 

As soon asthe man got through beat- 
ing the miserable creaturesthey h 
from the house and made good their eg- 
cape. The proprietor, so the women 
said, could have headed them off down 
stairs and held them until the of®ecers 
arrived, but he made no effort to do so, 

A search was made for the men last 
night, but they were not found, They 
will probably be captured today. sites 
motive for so brutally attacking the 
women has not been learned.

The Starving Russians, 

The condition of the Russian peasant- 
ry is too dreadful to be adequately 
comprehended. The Russian charge 
d'affaires at Washington, replying to an 
inquiry, states thatin twelve provinces 
over 20,000,000 people re starving. 

Let us imagine such a state of oppres- 
sion in this country that the poorer 
classes were reduced to the bare neces- 
sities of life, and, supplementing this, 
there should be a general loss of crops, 
and that more than one-third of the 
people in the United States were under- 
going the pangs of starvation. We can 
imagine something of the misery which 
would thus be brought home to us, but 
we cannot fully comprehend it. 

For some time the dispatches have 


‘been burdened with accounts of the 


miserable shifts to which the famishing 
Russians have been reduced to eke out 
a living—how they have dug up the 
earth around their mills to obtain the 


foul mill-waste that has_ been trampled 


into it; how they have cooked up this 
mess, Which is even a dangerous food 
for stock, and, mixing it with leaves, 
grass and roots, have cooked and eaten 
it; how a man was murdered by a band 


of starving peasants to obtain the little 


store of food which he had accumulated; 
how another was kéalled and his. flesh 
devoured by the famishing wretches. 

And beyond this come reports of re- 
doubled mendacity and cguelty on the 
part of the Russian authorities, who 
have subjected the starving peasantry 
to torture in order toextract from them 
their last kopecks for taxes. A dis- 
patch by way of London, published yes- 
terday, says that reports of outlawry 
and merciless repression are contin- 
ually received. The civilauthorities do 
not depend upon themselves alone to 
put down lawless acts, but upon the 
merest pretext summon the military, 
evidently with the intention of overaw- 
ing the people. Three men convicted 
of robbery at Simbeersk were con- 
demned toundergo punishment with the 
knout. The poor wretches, who“had 
probably stolen only to keep alive, died 
under the lash. A man detected steal- 
ing a few turnips was sentenced to 
penal servitude for life. 

If anything were needed to complete 
the picture of absolute heartlessness it 
is in the following: 

While army officers and many societies 
have given up many oftheir usual ban- 
quets, etc., devoting the money usually. so 
spent to the relief of the famine sufferers, 
their distress has not touched the hearts of 
many of the richest merchants of St. Pe- 
tersburg. They refuse to subscribe any- 
thing for the relief of.their suffering coun- 
trymen. An illustration of the apathy 
with which appeals have been received is 
the fact that the collection boxes placed 
about the Corn Exchange were found when 
removed to be tilled with bits of tin and 
pieces of paper. In numerous cases deal. 
ers after receiving exorbitant prices’ for 
grain sent to the famine-stricken prov- 
inces bags the contents of whicb proved 
to be mostly grass, sand and bran. Corrup- 
tion is widespread among office-holders; 
and they are little affected by the scenes ot 
distress, stckness and death visible on 
every hand. Many town officials refused to 
enroll starving peasants on the relief list 
unless they first pay a bribe at the rate 
of 10 copecks for every pound of rye given 
Petitions to the provincial assemblies and 
government asking that dram-shops be 
closed and the sale of vodka, the national 
drink. be forbidden, have availed@nothing. 


Such a condition of misery ought to 
appeal to the charity of the civilized 
world. It ought to appeal with especial 
force to the people of the United States, 
who are blessed this vear with bountiful 
crops and are really the best able of 
any nation on eaith to render assist- 
ance. | 

Already the cry for help has been 
heard to some extent. Contributions 
have been sent forward from various 
portions of the country, and the millers 
and graindealers of Minneapolis have 
contributed a cargo of flour valued at 
$200,000. Gov. Boies of Iowa has 
issued a proclamation calling upon 
the people of his State to con- 
tribute for the starving Russians. 
This example may well: be  fol- 
lowed by the Governors of ‘other 
States, and perhaps by the General Gov- 
ernment. If the benevolent. movement 
is thus officially sanctioned and its 
proper appropriation-assured it is cer- 
tain that the large-hearted people of 
the United States will respond gener- 
ously. 

But the most careful methods of dis- 
tribution to the famine sufferers ought 
to be devised. Thecontributions should 


not be intrusted to the ghoulish Russian 
authorities to handle and levy tribute 
upon, American agents should be wr 
to Russia with the supplies aud person- 
ally see to it that they are placed in 
the hands of the people who need them 
At this Christmas time, when th 
hearts of men throughout Christendom 
are touched by kind impulses, this 
movement ought to be forwarded with 
arush. Assistance to be of any avail to 
people in such straits, so faraway and 
in such isolated places, must be given 
extraordinary dispatch. Let the peo- 
ple of the United States be up and 
doing. Humanity calls in such appeal- 
ing tones as it has never before uttered. 
We may not be able to relieve the 
suffering peasantry from the oppres- 
sions of their own countrymen, but we 
may help to satisfy the physical crav- 
ing which is driving them to madness, 
outlawry anddeath. What our hands 
tind to do let us doit with our might. 


Why Not Try It? 

The chart sent out by the Pacific 
Coast weather service shows that on 
the 28d inst. a ‘‘low’’ or storm center 
hovered over Kern county. That was 
the day when storm-clouds hung prom- 
isingly in the southern sky and there 
was a “rain feeling’’ inthe atmosphere. 
It was a’propitious occasion for trying 
Gen. Dyrenforth’s method of bombard- 
ing the atmosphere. If there is any- 
thing in the theory it would have 
brought us a good downpour last 
Wednesday. Asit happened, the condi- 
tions for precipitation were not present, | 
and the clouds, laden with tons and 
tons of moisture that Southern 


‘California is greatly in need of, were 


driven away by the wind which swept 
down from the north as the storm cen- 
ter swept away. There is nothing truer 
thanthat old saying, ‘‘The Lord helps 
those who ‘help themselves.’’ It is 
time that Southern California should 
take the lead in scientific meteorology 
and get the benefit of some of the new 
discoveries, if benefit is to be had 
from them. There never was an un- 
propitious winter in this county that 
did not marshal above us any number 
of rain clouds that required only con- 
ditions for precipitation to give relief. 
The north wind has been our inveterate 
enemy, driving the clouds away after 
the chance for rain had been given. It 
seems tous that no other part of the 
United States offers a more propitious 
field for experiments in artificial rain 


production and no section would secure 


larger rewards than our own if such ex- 
periments could be made to produce re- 
sults. Is there any reason why we 
should not try to help ourselves? 

‘All sorts of reports have reached us 
concerning the late Government experi- 
ments in Texas in this line—some claim- 
ing the most gratifying success, others 
denouncing them as failures. Uncle 
Jerry Rusk, the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture, in his report to the President, 
seems to throw cold water on the 
project. But this need not discourage 
further efforts. Since science began to_ 
benefit. the world mainly against its 
own volition the superstructure of suc- 


cess has always. been built on 
foundation stones .of failure. It 
may be that there. were some 


important . elements -lacking in the 
Texas experiments. Possibly they were 
tried when the conditions of the atmos- 
phere were not suitable. Nobody but a 
fool would hold that bombarding the 
skies could make moisture. The utmost 
that could be expected would be that it 
would concentrate the vapor already in 
the atmosphere or in the clouds and 
thus bring it down. If the vapor is not 
there, why, then, there is nothing to 
condense to make rain. One thing is 
certain: The long prevalent drought 
in Texas was finally broken and it was 
broken during the time or immediately 


succeeding the experiments. 

When Benjamin Franklin wrote up a 
report of his #ite experiment, showing 
that he had drawn electricity from the 
clouds and identifying this electricity 
with that which .had previously been 
evolved bv artificial means, he sent it 
toa learned English society of scien- 
tists. But it was so preposterous that 
the report was pigeon-holed by the 
secretary and not given a reading by 
the scientific dunderheads. They de- 
liberately ignored the greatest discoverv 
of the age. It was only after French 
savants took the matter up and began 
to make a great noise about it that the 
English saw the mistake they had made 
and hunted up Franklin’s old report and 
published it. 

The proposition to draw rain from the 
clouds is really no more ridiculous 
today than that of Franklin to draw 
electricity from the clouds was in his’ 
time. Let us not repeat the folly of 
the English snobs and ignore what may 
be one of the greatest scientific discov- 
eries of our age. Let us have a trial of 
the rain-making experiments in South- 
ern California. |

HELD UP BY MEXICANS. 


Strange Story. Told by a Young Man 
at the Police Station. 


He Thought His Brothers Had Been Mur- 
dered, but Later They Walked into ~ 
Town, After Losing Their 
Wagon. 


At 1 o’clock this morning Osmond Ev- 
ans, one of four brotberg jwho live on a 
ranch ten niiles out omtite Downey road; 
rushed into the central police station 
and inan excited manner told the of- 
ficers on duty that two of his brothers 
were murdered by a couple of Mexicans 
about three miles out of town while 
driving home last evening. 

- Afterhe had calmed down somewhat 
he told about the following story: 

He and his brothers, Fred and Frank, 
came in from the _ ranch - yesterday 
morning tospend Christmas with an- 
other brother, who lives in this city. 
Early inthe evening they started to 
drive back to the ranch and had gone 
about three miles when a Mexican 
stepped out in front of their team and 
ordered them to halt. , 

He covered the three men witha 
double-barreled shot gun and coolly in- 
formed them that they had robbed him 
and his people and he proposed to be-re- 
venged by killing all three of them. 

He did not offer to shoot at once, and 
the brothers started in to argue the 
case with him, but he would not listen 
to reason when they explained that 
they only came to the Coast a few 
months ago and never robbed anvone. 

Finally two of the’ men managed to 
get out of the wagon, and before the 
Mexican knew what they were upto 
they grabbed him and took his gun. 
They threw him down and jumped back 
in the wagon and started off at full 
speed. 

After going about a mile they threw 
away the gun they had taken from the 
Mexican and drove on. They had gone 
but a short distance further when they 
heard two horses coming at full speed 
up the road, and on looking back they 
saw the same Mexican with another 
Mexican on horseback coming after 
them. . 

Both Mexicans had guns and just as 
they got within a few feet of the wagon 
Osmond and Frank jumped from the 
wagon and ran off in opposite direc- 
tions. 

Fred remained in the wagon and 
drove off as fast as his horses could go. 
One of the Mexicans kept on after him 
and the other started after Frank, who 
ran across a field. | 

In a few minutes Osmond heard shoot- 
ing down the road anda little later sev- 
eral shots were fired in the direction in 
which Frank had gone. He expected 
the Mexicans to come back every mo- 
ment and murder him, so he remained 
in hiding as long as he could and then 
made his way to town. 

Officers started out to lookthe matter 
up, but at an early hour this morning 
they had not returned, and it is not 
known whether the two brothers were 
murdered. 

' The young man who made the report 
is confident that his brothers were shot 
down by the Mexicans in cold blood, for 
neither of them were armed. Had they 
believed fora moment that the Mexican 
who they thought was crazy would fol- 
low them_they would have kept his gun 
and would have been able to defend 
themselves. 

. THE.MURDERED MEN SHOW UP. 

About 2 o’clock the two men who 
were reported to have beén murdered 
walked into the police station. They 
stated that they hada desperate fight 
with the Mexicans, who stole their 
team and wagon, which they drove off 
with, compelling them to walk to the 
city. They deny that the Mexicans 
shot at them, but state that they at- 
-tempted to stab them. | 

The police will investigate the case 
fully today. :

Desperate Fight Among a Gang 
Italians. - 


Five Mén Indulge in an All-round 
Slashing Match, 


In Which Two of Them are Very 


Badly Wounded. 


One Man Slightly Hurt, and Two Escape 
Without a Scratch—The Case Being 


Investigated by the 


Police, 


One of the most serious general all- 
round cutting scrapes that has taken 
place in the city for some time past. oc- 
curred last night. Five men were in 
the fight. * It was a bloody affray from 
start to finish, and it is almost certain 
that two of the men will die. 

The fight took place in a little Italian 
joint, at No. 668 New High street, be- 
tween Louis Girafelo, Octavia Remela 
and ‘‘Joe,’? on one side, and Carmino 
Morino and his brother, Rocco Morino, 
on the other. 

Remela isa brother-in-law of the two 
brothers, and all five were having’ a 
high old time drinking some wine in a 
vain effort.to celebrate Christmas in 
the American fashion, when Girafelo 
picked a quarrel with one of the Mo- 
rinos, as near as could be learned, and 
quicker than a flash the whole crowd 
were dancing around flourishing ugly 
looking Italian butcher knives as long 
as one’s arm. 

The two brothers backea up against 
the wall and dared Girafelo and. his 


friends to come near them. The three 


friends, with Joe in the lead, made a 
dash, and in a second the five men were 
‘in a heap on the floor, and for a few 
seconds there was a general fight, and 
it looked as if enough slashing was going 
on to carve up a whole Chicago pork 
packing shop. 

When the men got tired they sepa- 
rated and the dying and wounded crawled 
to separate corners to howlfor help. 

Several police officers rushed in and 
the patrol wagon wassent for, but when 
it arrived the friends of ‘‘Joe,’’ Louis 
Girafelo and Octavia Remela declared 
that they should not be removed and as 
all three were wounded it was de- 
cided to leave them there and Dr. Choat 
was called in to dress their wounds. 

Remela seemed to be more danger- 
ously wounded than the othertwo. He 
had an ugly stab in the left breast. 
The blade did not strike his heart but it 
passed very close, and as he was bleed- 
inginternally it was not believed that 
he would live until morning 

‘‘Joe’’ received an ugly wound in the 
groin, and he, too, was pronounced in a 
dangerous condition. Remela received 
two or three slight wounds, but the 
Morino. brothers escaped without a 
scratch, although they were the under 
dogs in the fight to all appearances. 

There were several Italian women in 
the room at the time, but they took no 
part, so far asis known, although De- 
tective Farmer, who investigated the 
case when the patrol wagon arrived, is 
of the opinion that the fight was over 
the women. 

If the two men die the Morinos will 


be charged with murder. 


MERINOS CAPTURED. 

Detective Bowler, with Officers Haw- 
ley and Craig, captured the Merino 
brothers about 11 o’clock out near the 
pesthouse, where they live, and they 
were landed in the city prison about an 
hour later. The men ate badly fright- 
ened and so far have made no statement 
about the trouble.

TYPES OF TRAVELERS. 


Disagreeable People Who are Always 
on the Go. 


The Fat Man and the Envious Woman— 
Are the Pleasures of Traveling 
Overbalanced by the 
Inconveniences? 


‘It is very doubtful whether sight- 
seeing repays one for the discom- 
forts of travel,’? said a returned 
‘‘across-the-continent  trotter.”’ ‘‘I 
have crossed the continent about a 
dozen times, both endwise and sidewise, 
and have seen everything worth seeing 
in the ‘effete race,’ and in the more ef- 
fete East, and am somewhat in doubt 
as to whether I have been repaid for the 
necessary inconvenience and discom- 
forts that I have endured. Like the 
greatest portion of globe-trotters, I 
have seen comparatively little of 
my own State—the matchless land 
of scenic beauty. In _ traveling 
especially by the long haul, a passen- 
ger puts up with inconveniences which 
at home he would not endure. He is 
confined and coffined in a narrow 
sleeper, with a thick, heavy curtain 
drawn, which shuts out what little ven- 
tilation there may be in the car, and he 
sleeps upon bedding that all kinds 
and conditions of people have slept on 
for years. At home he would be satis- 
fied with nothing short of a room 
twenty feet square, newly and neatly 
furnished. Butthis is nothing as com- 
pared to the disagreeable people he is 
forced to meet. 
except when traveling or serving in 


the army. There they are seen in their | 
true and crude state. Disbelievers 
in the Darwinian theory’ should 


notice travelers at a railroad eating- 
house.”’ 

‘It seems strange,’? continued the 
tired traveler, ‘‘that on every .rail- 
road train, in any coach that you may 
be assigned to, you will meet just about 
the same class of people. While hu- 
man nature is not exactly the same, 
there are grades of nature, just as there 
are in certain articles of commerce, 
and all who are classified in these grades 
are the same; and it seems that thev 
are always traveling. First, and al- 
ways, there is the fat man. Who has 
not met him on the train? One would 
think that a fat man -wastoo indolent 
to be disagreeable; but-in traveling his 
nature asserts itself. He has a lower 
berth, and occupies a seat all to him- 
self. He becomes restless, and, seeipg 
asmall man occupying a seat alone, he 
leaves his own seat, sits by the small 
man and attempts to engage him in 
He does not like to see 
anyone enjoy himself, and took the seat 
merely to crowd the small man and 
make matters disagreeable. In the 
morning he plants himself in. front 
of the lavatory, uses one _ basin 
and extends his big elbows out 
at such angles that no one can use 
the other basin until he has finished 
and gotten out of the way; which is 
generally about twenty minutes, 
for he stamps, puffs, blows and 
blubbers, more for effect than other- 
wise. Then, thereis the woman who 
has forgotten to engage a berth, and 
as the lower ones are taken she is as- 
signed to anupperone. For the first 
half hour she makes the lives of the con- 
ductor and the porter miserable; then 


she surveys the situation to see what. 


man is occupying a lower berth. She 
sends word to him that a lady wants to 
exchange forthat oberth. Thisis not a 
favor asked, but ademand made. She 
condescendingly looks toward the man, 
wreaths her face into a patent smile, 
slightly nods, and believes that she has 
been courteous. This type of woman 
would be incurably miserable during 
the entire trip if there wasa man in 
the coach occupying a lower berth, 
even though she were occupying a state- 
room. I have met this woman often. 
Once she asked me to exchange 
lower berths. Hers was nearer the. 
center of the coach and the farthest 
from the noise of the wheels. I can 
only account for her desire to exchange 
on the ground that she wished to annoy 
me. 

‘‘There is another type of woman seen 
on every train, and she is very numer- 
ous. It isthe woman who will edge in 
and crowd out the men at the lavatory. 
The ladies’ lavatory is being used by 
the. ladies in turn, and several men are 
standing in postoffice file at the other 
end of the coach waiting their turn at 
the lavatory forthemen. This woman, 
with the most brazen impudence, will 
walk up past that line of men, just as 
they do at the postoffice, and stand next 
to the man bathing hisface, as if she 
were next. The gentlemen are more 
indignant than surprised, but the fat 
man wrinkles his flabby face in an ef- 
fort. to smile, and says: ‘Take this 
place, lady!’ An unjust courtesy, and 
a misapplied term. 

Next is the precocious child 83 or 4 
years ofage. It annoys the passengers 
by day with its impudence, which the 
mother mistakes for smartness, and 
keeps them awake at night with its 
bawling and caterwauling. Its crying 
is accompanied with a nasal twang 
something like a double-barrelled hand 
organ and resounds throughout the 
coach inthe most excruciating agony 
This child is always traveling; perhaps 
it is always at home also, 

These are the greatest nuisances to 
be met in traveling, excepting. of 
course, the ‘‘candy butcher,’’ who, with 
his candy, peanuts, stale cigars, rotten 
pursues the 
defenseless passenger with an impu- 
dent persistence amounting to persecn- 
tion. 

‘Then, there is the comical side,” 
said the observant traveler. ‘It is the 
‘spooney’ couple, just married, or soon 
wili be. Everybody has seen them. 
Above all these are the last who should 
travel,’’ concluded the returned tourist, 
who said he would now stop off and see 
a little of California.

| LADY ABERDEEN IN AMERICA. 


@rranging for an Exhibit of Irish Prod- 
ucts at the World's Fair. 
The Countess of Aberdeen has a mission 
to perform, aud to that end thas traveled 
since September in the United States and 
Canada. As president of the Irish Indus- 
tries association, which has offices in Lon- 
donand Dublin, she is arranging for an 
exhibit of the smaller industries of Ireland 
at the World’s Columbian exposition at 
Chicago. The association resulted from 
a display of products at the Edinburgh ex- 
hibition in 1886, under the management of 
acommittee, Lady Aberdeen being at its 
head. It was so successful in bringing 


| small producers into comrAunication with 


each other, and with good markets for 
their wares, that the new asso¢iation was 
formed to continue the work. 

The most pressing need of the associa- 
tion, which is still quite poor, is funds 
enough to enable it to purchase stock for 
the depots which have been established in 
London and Dublin, rather than compel 
the workers to place thcir goods on sale, 
Its friends and supporters, Lady Aberdeen 
says, are of every shade of religion and of 
all“ politics—from Gladstone to Balfour. 
Said the countess: “We believe that home 
Tule is coming and bound to be successful, 
but there are large numbers of the poorer 
classes who think that home rule means 
material prosperity at once. This is not 
so, of course, but we believe that this plan 
will help them, and that if we can develop 
the smaller industries by and by, when all 
is ready, capital will come in and take up 
the cause.” 

The conntess is "enthusiastic over her 
work, and described the novel features of 
the proposed exhibit at the World’s fair,

in aid of which every encouragement has 
been received from the board of lady man- 


avers at Chicago. The exhibit will be con- 
tained in two rooms, one incased in glass, 
in which will be shown a bridal party, the 
figures made of Wax- and dressed in the 
products of Irish labor. This mode of ex- 
hibit was chosen because, aside from its 
beauty, it will give an opportunity to show 
everything they desire to show in the fur- 
nishings of the room, the wedding break- 
fast table, the display of gifts and the 
trousseau.

Dificnuit and Trying Pesition of One 
- Who Often Has Much Influence. 

It is not given toevery one to be master 
or mistress of a home, to be the chief or 
first person of a household, and it does 
chance often that one is the third adult 
under a family roof from motives and cir- 
cumstances alike honorable to all. But it 
is rather uncommon to find a third person 
woo perceives the limitations of his posi- 
tion from any other angle of insight than 
an entirely persoffAl ove. It is easier in 
any relation in life to understand what is. 
due to one’s self than to measure our own 
actions toward others. 
sonal importance continually narrows the 
vision and makes the focus of our inner 
sight uneven and weak, and perhaps in no 
domestic relation is it so difficult to main- 
tain a well poised place as when one is the 
third person. 

The third person feels intuitively that he 
has personal freedom, that he has a right 
to go or stay, according to agreement or as 
his own will may lead bim—that he is vir- 
He has a right to this 
place. Either he has chosen it himself, or 


‘blindly or willingly let others put him 


there. All this is true, but there is the 
limitation to his freedom when 
dwelling with others as for any other 
humaa being. His rights are his, but they 
are not to be cut through or from the 
rights of others. 

A home brings special cares and respon- 
sibilities which no one is more quick to 
perceive than the care-free third person. 
But rare is the third person, man or wom- 
an, who will admit with anything like 
equal readiness that, baving burdened 
themselves with building a housebold, its 
united heads have a right to certain privi- 
leges which are inherent in this same 
home founding. Establishing a house- 
hold does ive its founders a right to con- 
duct it as seems best to them; a right to 
do whatever in their eyes seems most con- 
ducive to family pleasures—to be hospita- 
bie as they choose, to adjust their finan 
after their own method, to govern their 
children and direct their servants, to ac- 
cept advice or not, to make mistakes and 
to learn from them. 

This does not mean that the third per- 
son bas not part or lot in the family life. 
That would be an injustice to him, for, 
having accepted him as a member, the 
family is bound to give bim all that a seat 
at the hearthstone signifies. He has a 


Tight to be considered, respected an: to be 


made a sharer of the family joys and pleas- 
ures whenever the latier are in the line of 
bis tastes. But, on the other hand, he or 
she bas no right to assume a critically su- 
perior attitude in the continually arising 
domestic problems. He has a privilege to 
be helpful, to be comforting, and often to 
be adviser and counselor to the perplexed 
first persous when they seek aid volunta- 
rily. 

To keep steadily on this neutral ground 
of ready yet restrained friendliness is diffi- 
cult, but in tio other way can the outcome 
of a three sided household be peaceful. 
The husband doubtiess may be incousider- 
ate, careless or exactiug, but although the 
wife knows this she sees other qualities 
aud the third person will never find the 
key to the mysterious current uniting 
them if he be critical and severe. The wile 
may be wasteful, showy or lazy. No mat- 
ter. The husband chose her. Criticism

RAILROAD AFFAIRS, 


The Sunset. Grievance Committee 
Reaches San Francisco. 


Another Appeal to the Operators for 
Faithful Support. 


Rival Roads That are Fooling Each 
Other in Arizona. 


How Quickly a Snowstorm Can Block a 
Road—Liberal Railroad Conces- 
sions—General and Local 
Notes. 


jrand Chief Telegrapher D. G. Ram- 


sey did not arrive in San Francisco last 
night as was expected, says the Exam- 
iner of Thursday. He took the train at 
Lathrop for Sacramento, where he met 
the telegraphers and the local railroad 
organizations. A union meeting had 
been arranged and he was requested to 
address it before coming to San Fran- 
cisco. 

The two grievance committees from 
Tucson and Los Angeles, however, con- 
tinued on their way and arrived on the 
delayed Southern Pacific overland. 
They went at once tothe Baldwin Ho- 
tel, which will be their -headquarters 
untilafter they have seen the Southern 
Pacific officials. 

The party is composed of eleven men, 
six from Tucson and five from Los An- 
geles. They represent all departments 
of the Southern Pacific Company and 
all of the railroad orders. 

The Tucson committee is composed of 
W. H. Prince of the trainmen, W. W. 
Winters of the operators, L. Davis of 
the conductors, J. C, Clancey*of the en- 
gineers, Robert Gale of the firemen and 
J. E. McLean of the machinists. They 
have elected W. H. Prince their chair- 
man, and he will act for them in all 
matters, the orders being joined on this 
visit. 

The Los Angeles committee is a con- 
servative body and will say nothing in 
regard to the object of their visit. 

The men are all awaiting the arrival 
of Mr. Ramsey from Sacramento. He 
will be here this morning, and in the 
afternoon will attend a unton meeting 


of the railroad orders in Oakland. 


The Southern Pacific officials do not 
seem to be inthe least alarmed at the 
presence of Grand Chief Ramsey in the 
State or at the prospect of having him 
take charge of the telegraphers’ fight. 
Nor do they profess to believe that the 
telegraphers will be able to draw the 
kindred unions to their fight. Con- 
fronted with the fact that delegates 
came up from Los Angeles with the 
Grand Chief to represent the other 
unions, the officials say that they repre- 
sent the sympathizing men in New Mex- 
ico and Arizona, and not their orders as 


body. 


There has been no disturbance in the 
routine of business since the men went 
out on oe division Saturday 
night ang on Sunday morning. Only 
one of these menstayed out, and he has 
been replaced and is now among the 
strikers at Oakland. No notice has yet 
been served upon the Ofiicials regarding 
a’conference with Ramsey and the del- 
egates who accompany him. 

Before the arrival of his superior ofti- 
cer Division Grand Chief Comstock 
sent out one last appeal tothe operators 
who remained at their keys. The call 
which was sent to all agents of the 
Southern Pacific is as follows: 

OFFICE OF THE DEPUTY GRAND CHIEF, 

OAKLAND, Cal., Dec. 23, 1891. 

Dear brothers and siater8: I am deeply 
grieved to be compelled to address you 
again, calling your attention to the fact 
that a strike was ordered on the Pacific sys- 
tem Tuesday, December 15, at 10 a.m. 

I regret to say that.many of you have for- 
gotten the sacredness of your obligation 
and have let the greed for gold prevent you 
from following out the instructions con- 
tained in my circular of December 13. 

I would be greatly pained to enroll your 
name upon the black list of th: order, and 
I sincerely trust that you will obey the com- 
mands of your Grand Chief in time to pre- 
vent the necessity of doing so. 7

ARIZONA RAILROAD MANEUVERS. 

~The plays and by-plays of two rival 
railroad companies still continue to 
be of absorbing interest to the people of 
certain sections of Arizona. In this 
paper from time to time reference has 
been made to the project of building a 
railroad from P..cenix to Prescott, 
which has been desired and talked of 
for lo, these many vears. The terri- 
tory to be thus occupied would be 
equally desirable tothe Southern Pa- 
cific and Santa Fé companies, ;but both 
seemed more anxiousto keep out their 
rival than to build the road themselves. 
Whenever it seemed at all probable 
thata road would be built from the 
north by the Santa Fé interests the 
Southern Pacific people would so 
deploy their emissaries and survey- 
ors as to make it look ‘absolutely 
certain they intended to occupy. 
the field themselves. These tactics 
more than once resuited in serving to 
checkmate the operations of the rival 
enterprise, and encourage the hopes of 
Phoenix and Prescott citizens, but the 
road is not yet built. Of late it has 
seemed to be more than ever certain 
that the Santa Fé would build down to 
Phenix and once more the Southem 
Pacific forces are sent intothe field, 
while it is proclaimed from the house- 
tops that the company will at once be- 
gin the construction of theline. The 
Phoenix papers present the paradoxical 
spectacle of announcing in one column 


the auspicious movements the 
Southern Pacific engineers, and 
that material for construction is 


already on the way thither, while in 
another column appears expressions of 
doubt regarding the sincerity of the com- 
pany’s intentions, The papers have been 
fooled so often that they are naturally 
suspicious. The Gazette, in alluding to 
the fact that a surveying party had be- 
gun operations in that city, says that in 
order to prevent the railroad company 
from being deceived in the right to oc- 
cupy certain streets it caused a search 
of the city records to be made which de- 
veloped the facts about the grants given 
to the Maricopa and Phenix Road to 
construct a line of road down Harrison 
Street. On March 7, 1887, the Council 
by ordinance granted to the Maricopa 
and Phoenix Road the right-of-way to- 
gether with blocks number 55 and 56. 
This grant was given on condition 
that all taxes and other expenses 
of said blocks be paid by the railroad 
company and that they should remove 
the dead to the cemetery. On July 6, 
i887. Mr. Masten, vice-president of the 
road, fotified the Council that his com- 
pany surrendered all claims to these 
grants and the Council by ordinance re- 
scinded the grant and the city again be- 
came the owner ot 
grants,
